The Senate held no session on Saturday, and the 
Assembly, as is usual on Saturdays, transacted no 
businewof importance.

The boy was watched 
closely during the interview, but exhibited 
nothing more than the consideration th at 
might be expected of a son. 
The boy 
knows that he is suspected of having com­ 
mitted the crime, but stoutly reasserts his 
first story that the shootiDg was done by 
one of two masked men who entered the 
house by the kitchen door.

growth. 
Recently we published valuable tabular 
statem ents of 
ths 
timber 
supply cn 
the coast, 
as 
collated by the Census 
Bureau, and these, with maps showing 
the extent and density of the tree growth 
and the area occupied, form more than 
usually interesting census matter. 
New 
England has awakened to the fact that 
forest tree cultivation is becoming neces­ 
sary there, and is regretting her inaction 
in the past. 
Vermont has just appointed 
a Forestry Commission. 
The N ew Hamp­ 
shire Commission recently closed an inter­ 
esting session. 
In M assachusetts the sub­ 
ject is 
being 
warmly 
discussed, and 
associations are forming to plant barren 
districts with trees. 
Fire and the ax have 
wrought 
ruin 
in 
the 
North Atlantic 
forests, 
and the 
protection heretofore 
afforded 
the 
headwaters 
of 
New 
England's 
streams 
has 
beea 
w ith­ 
drawn to an extent threatening disastrous 
consequences. 
In New York the alarm 
has been sounded, for vast tracts in the 
grand forests of 
the Adiroadacka have, 
been sold to speculators to be cleared, and 
the chief streams of the State are threat­ 
ened in consequence. 
To what extent 
California is in danger from like causes 
should he officially ascertained, 
If repair 
c f 
Í03S, or prevention of destruction is 
necessary, the better time for either is the 
present. 
A citizen of Sxcramento, who 
has made a life study of the coniferous 
trees of the State, addresses us, saying 
th at the destruction of mountain timber 
growth is greater than there is any neces­ 
sity for ; that much of it is rnthlces, and 
that the situation demands 
immediate 
State inquiry. 
H e probably puts the m at­ 
ter very modestly. 
W hile the Sierras are 
crowned and its slopes robed by vast 
forests as yet almost untouched, there a:e 
sections where tree destruction has pro­ 
gressed to an extent threatening eerious 
results. 
It íb not the purpose, however, 
now to pursue that subject, but sim ply to 
call attention to the wisdom of at least 
setting on foot inquiry, if not of establish­ 
ing a working Commission- immeniately. 


Mr. D ei. Valle has introduce! a resolution in 
the Senate calling for the removal of th e Cabinet of 
m inerals from the State Capitol to the rooms of the 
Mining Bureau a t San Francisco. 
Is this necessary 
o r wise? Wou.4 it not be as well to leave odoobject 
of interest and value in the Capitol building which 
m ay be shown to visitara w ith some degree of prides 
The Mining Bureau is, under its accomplished Min­ 
eralogist, acquiring valuable cabinets, and in a short 
tim e it will have no room for th e incoming contri 
buttons. 
Its collection will early be complete, with 
o u t the addition of th e Capitol cabinet, which is 
safely and well disposed, and a source of interest to 
visitors to the building.

W hen a journal which assumes to speak 
upon questions of fic t persistently misrep­ 
resents, there is but one term remaining to 
be applied to it, and that not a polite 
one. 
The R e c o r d U n io n has repeatedly, 
and with a clearness that admits of no 
misapprehension, stated its objections to 
the ruling of Secretary Lincoln to be based 
on its belief that restraining dams are im­ 
peratively necessary to prevent mining 
debris and the detritus of mines, already 
in the upper reaches of our rivers and their 
tributaries, from being carried down upon 
valley lands ; that this threatening matter 
is all below the points of mining operations, 
and restraining works to check its course 
coaid have no relation whatever to, or iu 
any degree whatever affect or benefit, 
hydraulic mining.

N otw ithstanding these facts, a persistent 
and mendacious attempt is made to repre­ 
sent this journal as advocating the plans of 
Colonel M endell and other eminent engi­ 
neering officers as being in the interest of 
hydraulic mining at the expense cf the 
Government. 
A ll such puerile persistency 
to make capital at the expense of truth 
will fail, and the sooner it is abandoned 
the better.

misrepresentation 
and 
denunciation. 
The 
patent 
and 
unde­ 
niable 
fact remains, and no word 
to 
the contrary has been printed by those 
who delight in perverting the truth, that 
millions of cubic feet of coarse sand and 
gravel, with cobbles, bowldeiB and de­ 
structive composition, known as “ slick- 
ens,” 
are upon 
the threshold of the 
chief navigable Btream of the State, and, 
unless held there, must very shortly be 
precipitated into the bed c |the river, ta its 
divers:on 
a n l 
degradation, 
and 
that 
of all adjacent ¡ow-lyÍDg agricultural lands. 
That is all there is of the matter. 
Those 
who put a single obstacle in the path of 
the authorities who would prevent such a 
catastrophe 
are laying up 
for

selves 
trouble against a day of 
judg­ 
ment 
over

preside with a vigor devoid of mercy. 
As a finality on th¡3 point let us say that 
the R e c o r d U n io n from the first held that 
natural justice demanded hydraulic min­ 
ing should cot be conducted to the injury 
of the people of the valley, and if that 
could not be prevented its works must 
stop. 
A t one tim e wo did advocate reme­ 
dial plans proposed by eminent engineers, 
which, however wise, are now impracti­ 
cable. 
The R e c o r d U n io n is the friend 
of the right, and believes the right to be 
with the people of the valley. 
It believes 
that the pittance the Government has 
granted for the improvement of the Sacra­ 
mento river should not be cut short, but 
fully expended, and that the plans of 
Colonel Mendell are in the interest of the 
valley people, and of no others. 


IM ITATIONS, 
W EIGHTS AND 
M EASURES. 


Imitations of butter appear to be special 
objects of legislative assault. 
One bill 
proposes to compel landlords and keepers 
of eating-houses to post conspicuously in 
their places of business the fact that the 
imitation article is kept. 
Another is to 
compel oleomargarine and butterino factors 
to color their product a delicate pink. 
Tuis is a paternal regard on the part of 
legislators that food consumers will appre­ 
ciate. 
By all means let some of these bills 
pass, but let the spirit animating this kind 
of legislation extend its beneficence in still 
other directions. 
Let the consumer insist 
that when the cigzr vendor furnishes cab­ 
bage he shall supplement it with the corn- 
b eef; that dairymen shall attach galacto- 
meters to their cans, that the specific 
gravity of the milk may be determined ; 
that the grocer label his coffee packages iu 
a manner to express the proportions of 
other ingredients they contain ; that the 
dealer in spirituous beverages be compelled 
to indicate by the color of the bottle the 
piecise adulteration which it is believed 
will reproduce a corresponding tint upon 
his patron’s countenance ; in fact, sugges­ 
tions in this line crowd upon each other 
for consideration. 
One, at least, may be 
Beriously advanced in favor of some meas­ 
ure by which the consumer can be assured 
that he receives the full pound of butter 
be bargains for. 
Iu serious earnest there 
may be jndicious legislation in this direc­ 
tion. 
The standards of weights and meas­ 
ures established by law rest dust-covered 
and unused in peaceful retirement at the 
Capitol. 
Founds are largely tuch as deal­ 
ers choose to accord ; measures in wood 
have ceased to have to be of much signifi­ 
cance, and full weight in coal is too often 
a grim fiction to the consnmer. 
There 
should be here, as in most of the older 
States, enforcement of the law regulating 
weights and measures, and eome system 
adopted by which the purchaser can be 
assured, whatever the price he pays, that 
he receives the weight and the measure for 
which the consideration passes. 


T H E 
LESSON 
IT 
TEACHE3. 


The Milwaukee disaster is the subject of 
general remark by the press of the country. 
This should not be the topic of an hour, 
merely, but continue to be the theme of pub­ 
lic comment until measures have been taken 
throughout the country to remove the 
possibility of like events in the future. 
W e deny ourselves credit for common 
intelligence if such a lessen as this yield 
us no beneficial results. 
The possibility 
suggested may be attained. 
Every room 
of lofty structures for human habitation 
can be provided with adequate means of 
escape from fire. 
W e remember one form 
in use in an Eastern hotel many years ago 
—a simple cord-bound roll of stout canvas 
secured to hooks beneath the window 
seat. 
W hen cast out and held below it 
formed an easy and safe chute through 
which persons could descend and goods be 
sent to the ground. 
But that was not a 
fire-proof escape, and therein was its de­ 
fect. A mechanic of this city writes to say 
that he has experimented with flexible 
wire braids less th»D half an inch in width, 
and that they afford a safe means for low­ 
ering oneself or another from lofty win­ 
dows, and that two coils of the woven wire 
and tho necessary tackle occupy but a few 
cubic inches of space. 
There are very 
many cheap and practical fire escapes, and 
many costly and elaborate ones. 
The in­ 
ventive genins of the age mnst be equal to 
the production of an “ escape ’’ that shall be 
cheap enough and simple enough to be ap­ 
plied to every npper flooi exterior hotel 
window, and landlords should be required 
' o supply them, on the same principle that 
the law obliges passenger-carrying ships to 
be equipped with life-saving appliances. 
Bat the chief result of the lesson we are 
considering, if the holocaust to negligence 
at M ilwaukee is to be heeded at all, will 
be found in official supervision of hotel 
construction, and enforced means of closing 
the cbim ney-like elevator shaft, that serves 
to fire all the floors of a building sim ulta­ 


neously.

A garment, 
wetted 
by perspiration or rain or water in any 
other form about a joint, and allowed to 
dry while the person Is in a state of rest, is 
the most common way of causing rheuma­ 
tism. 
A partial wetting of a garment íb 
more apt to induce an attack than if the 
entire clothing were w etted ; because, in 
the latter case, it would be certainly and 
speedily exchanged 
for 
dry garments. 
There are two very certain methods of 
preventing rheumatism. The very moment 
a garment is wetted, in whole or in part, 
change it, or keep in motion sufficient to 
maintain a very slight perspiration until 
the clothing is perfectly dried. The failure 
to wear woolen flannel next the skin is the 
most frequent cause of rheumatism ; for a 
common mnslin or linen or silk shirt of a 
person in a perspiration becomes damp and 
cold the instant a puff of air strikes it, even 
in midsummer. 
This is not the case when 
woolen flannel is worn next the skin.

is, 
first, 
to 
keep 
the 
joint 
affected 
wound 
around 
w ith 
6ev- 
eral 
folds 
of 
woolen flannel; second, 
live entirely on the lightest kind of food, 
such as coaise breads, ripe fruits, berries, 
boiled turnips, stewed apple3 and the like. 
If such things were eaten to the extent 
of keeping the system freely open, and 
exercise were freely taken, so that a slight 
moisture should be on the surface of the 
skin all the time, or if in bed the same 
thing we-re accomplished by hot teas and 
plentiful bed clothing, a grateful relief and 
an ultimate cure wili very certainly result 
in a short time. 
W ithout this soft and 
moist and warm condition of the skin and 
an open state of the system , the disease 
wiil continue to torture for weeks and 
months and years. 
Inflammatory rheuma­ 
tism may, for all practical purposes, be re­ 
garded as an aggravated form of the com­ 
mon kind, extended to all the joints of tho 
body, instead of implicating only one or 
two. 
For ail kinds, time, flannel, warmth, 
with a light and cooling diet, are the great 
remedies.—[H ail’s Journal cf Health.

the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. 
Nor would he shrink from 
extreme measures in defending bis fb-lds 
from the ravages of low -caste monkeys. Dr. 
Allen M acketzieonce sawaswarm of excited 
natives running toward an orchard where 
the shaking of the branches betrayed the 
presence of arboreal marauders. 
Some of 
them carried slings, others clubs and canc- 
speare. 
But soon they came back crest­ 
fallen. 
“ W hat’s the m atter?” inquired 
the doctor; “ did they get away from 
you ?” 
“ Kapa-Muni,” was the laconic re­ 
ply, “ sacred monkeys.” 
H oly baboons 
that must not be interrupted in their little 
pastimes. 
They had expected to find a 
troop 
of 
common makaques, 
wande- 
roos, cr other profane four-handere, and 
returned cn tiptoe, like Marryat’s sergeant 
who went to arrest an obstreperous drunk­ 
ard and recognized his commanding officer 
Unarmed Europeans cannot afford to brave 
these prejudices. 
Captain Elphinstone’s 
gardener nearly lost his life for shooting a 
thievish iianuman ; a mob of raging bigots 
chased him from street to street till he 
gave the slip in a Mohammedan suburb, 
where a sympathizing Unitarian helped 
him to escape through the back-alleys. 
The interference of his countrymen would 
hardly have saved him, for the crowd in­ 
creased from minute to minute, and ev; n 
women joined in the chase, and threatened 
to cure his impiety with a turnip-masher.—

The trial of the contested election case of 
J . S. M eredith vs. Edw ard Christy began in 
the Superior Court on Saturday. 
The attor­ 
neys for M eredith are J . B . M cKune, Add. 
C. H inkson and M att. F. Johnson. 
C. T. 
Jones an l A. P. Catlin represent Christy. 
This is a contest for the offise of Supervisor 
from the Sixth District. 
The ballots of Fol- 
aom precinct were counted and resulted in a 
gain of one for Christy, giving him 140 votes, 
M ere ID h 89 and blank 1. 
I t was then ad­ 
m itted th at w ith the recount of th at precinct 
and the returns as made by the Boards of 
Election, Curisty haB a m ajority of 15 votes 
in the district. 
Contestant proposed to intro­ 
duce testim ony to show th at Christy had 
been guiity of offenses against the electoral 
francbi;?, in that lie had procured in October, 
1882, the appointm ent of VV. O. Davis as 
D eputy County Clerk to register voters; 
th a t he w ant with Davis and assisted in reg­ 
istering ; th at ha and Davis fraudulently 
registered P eter Piazza, he not being then in 
the county, and th at Prazzo’s name had been 
foretd to the affidavit; and also th at they 
registered Charles Shceuey, knowing th at be 
was not a voter in the precinct. 
This testi­ 
m ony wae ruled out by the Court. 
W . O. Davis had been subpenaed, but did 
not appear, and an attachm ent was issued for 
him. 
The case was then continued for fur­ 
ther hearing until 10 A. M. tc-day, 
E x­ 
C ounty Clerk B -rkey was the principal wit­ 
ness, and he says he considers himself an ex­ 
pert in election rases. 
The complaint in the case further charges 
th a t “ C hristy did, ja st before the election, 
give to one P eter ltlgncy bribes and rewards— 
th at is to say, r oney and liquors—for the 
purpose cf procuring his election to said office 
of Supervisor.” This queetion will be brought 
up to-day.

WEATHER COMPARISON. 


A t usual, the 49ers, the " tender feet,” and 
those who are not natives and to the manner 
born, are complaining bitterly of the cold 
weather of the last few days, eaying it is 
colder than they ever felt in this portion of 
California. It is a well known physiological 
fact that owing to the constitutional condi­ 
tion of the human race they become at times 
more susceptible to cold and heat than at 
other times, for who has not noticed such 
things? A person will say, “ Well, I feel the 
cold very much more to-day than yesterday,” 
and when the thermal condition of the at­ 
mosphere on each day is found out it is no­ 
ticed to be warmer on the day that the cold 
was felt to be the greatest. The eame can 
be said of any heated term during the summer. 
A few items have been culled from the L cited 
States Signal office records at this station for 
1878 and 1882, and facts and figures show 
that there have been spells of cold weather of 
longer duration and more continuous than 
tbe present, and also a lower temperature. 
The following sbowB the number of days in 
the months of December and January of each 
year that the thermometer fell to, and 
below 32°. Commencing with December, 1877, 
in which only one day reached 32a. In Jan ­ 
uary, 1878, five days in succession—from the 
1st to tue 5th—tfce thermometer fell below 
32*, the lowest being 29°, on the 31. In De­ 
cember, 1878, sixteen days in succession the 
thermometer feil below 32*, those days beiLg 
from the 14th to the 29;h ; lowest 23°, on tha 
29th. January, 1879, gave eight days, four 
in succession, with a minimum temperature 
below 32°, the lowest being 29°. In Decem­ 
ber, 1879, there were nine days with a mini­ 
mum temperature belnw32°, tbe lowest being 
25°. January, 1880, gave nine days iu suc­ 
cession—from the 27ch to the 31st—below 
freezing ; lowest, 25°. In December of the 
same year the thermometer only reached as 
low 
as 
38°. 
In 
January, 
1881, 
the 
lowest 
was 35°. 
In December of 
the 
same year oue day reached 31”. 
Jan ­ 
uary, 1882, four days in succession tbe min­ 
imum ¡.-lermometer was below 3i*, the lowest 
being 29°. December, 1882. only two days, 30th 
and 31st, fell bslow freezing, lowest27°, the day 
it snowed. This month, to date, the month 
that all are talking so much about, only four 
days bave reached a minimum temperature 
beiow 32°, the lowest being 28°, on the 9;h. 
Judging from the mean temperature for each 
day, the present m onth certainly gives more 
days with a low mean temperature than any 
m outh of the same name for tbe past five 
years. It gave seven days in succeEsion that 
the tem perature was below 39°, that is, tho 
tom pem turo averaged each hour for teten 
days no more than 39°,

LASSEN ITEMS. 


A correspondent a t Snsanrille, under 
date of Jan u ary Sth, w rites as follows: 
T his has been up to th e present tim e one 
of th e m ost delightful seasons ever expe­ 
rienced here. 
There is b u t little snow on 
the m ountains and there has not been cold 
w eather enough to form ice thick enongh 
for first rate housing purposes. 
The long continued good weather has en­ 
abled the unfortunates who were burned 
out here, to rebuild, and now the town 
presents a decidedly better appearance 
than before the fire, as nearly all the 
burned district is rebuilt with good build­ 
ings. 
It has been reported th at there was a 
scarcity of hay in the county, which to 
say the least is a mistake, for a number of 
hundred tons could be bought here for 
§7 or $8 a ton. 
There is little doubt but 
what all will be sold and fed before sum­ 
mer. 
Game of all kinds is quite plentiful here, 
and an effort is about to be made to put 
the game laws in force and stop the waste­ 
ful slaughter as practiced now. 
This fall 
three Indians inside of three weeks killed 
142 deer in the northern part of the coun­ 
ty. 
Most of tbe game killed is skipped to 
Reno and Virginia City, where it finds a 
ready sale. 
The newly-electcd county officers were 
sworn in to-day, and entered upon the 
duties of their several offices. 
A clean 
sweep was made at the last election. 
A boy named G arrett, aged about 16 
years, had a leg badly broken in two places 
yesterday by a horse which he was riding, 
slipping on the ice and falling on his leg— 
the result of racing in onr streets. 
The officers of the United States Land 
Office here are about to put a stop to the 
cutting of wood and timber on Govern­ 
ment land in this district. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


For the first time in six years, there were 
no female priioners in the City Prison Fri­ 
day night. 
Since opening his office for business 
Treasurer Reis has paid out over half a 
millicn dollars.

Judge Finn has decided to grant the ap­ 
plication of the heirs of R. B. Woodward 
to have the compensation of Isaac Hyde, 
executor of the estats, fixed according to 
the terms of the will. 
Hyde claimed a 
commission as compensation for his ser­ 
vices instead of a fixed salary. 
The operations of dredging the slips 
alongside the wharves of this harbor havo 
of late been carried on extensively. 
The 
bulkhead at Vallejo-street wharf haB just 
been excavated, while the mud hank at 
Broad way-vtreet wharf, where the Dakota 
struck several weeks ago, has been entirely 
removed. 
The poultry dealers are in a state of ex­ 
citement over the arrival of a large lot of 
Eastern dressed bens. 
The first importa­ 
tion of any size reached thts city from 
Omaha on Thursday, and were offered for 
sale on the street at the same prices that 
were freely paid for California stock.

in Paris. 
A fter being a widow a year, snd 
while still residing at Warsaw, she was mar­ 
ried to Count Charles de Bozenter Chlapow- 
ski, who bad been prominent in tbe Polish 
insurrection of 1863. 
Thi? match augmented 
Madame Alodjeska’s popularity in the Polish 
capital, where she assumed leading parts iu 
the dramas of Shakespeare. 
She came to 
this country in 1876, and husband and wife 
undertook the management of a ranch in 
Southern California, with the result which 
more practical people would have foreseen. 
Tney certainly were not in their prop9r sphere 
while tending cattle.
